The facts 
of the case in brief as pleaded by the union are that the 
employer / Party II (for short “ Employer" ) is a public limited 
company engaged in the business of manufacturing 
various sizes of metal rods used in construction work of 
buildings. bridges etc., and the workers of the employer 
are the members of the union .

also the vehicles carrying the raw materials to the 
factory used to return without unloading the materials . 
The employer stated that therefore they had to suspend 
the production and declare a partial lock out from 
15-9-90 but the workmen continued with the illegal 
strike , and resumed work only on 24-12-90 in view of the 
settlement arrived at between the union and the 
employer before the Labour Commissioner. The employer 
denied the contention of the union that there was no 
strike from 15-9-90 and stated thattheworkmen had gone 
on illegal and unjustified strike from 14-9-90 to 23-12-90 . 


The employer stated that the partial lockout declared 
by the employer was as a result of the financial loss 
suffered by the employer due to the illegal and unjustified 
strike resorted to by the workmen from 14-9-90 . The 
employer denied that the workmen are entitled to any 
relief for the period 15-9-90 to 23-12-90 as claimed by the 
union . The union thereafter filed rejoinder at Exb : 6 . 


Adv. Shri Nigalye , the learned Advocate for the 
employer submitted on the other hand that the reference 
which has been made by the Government is a Joint 
reference and hence the parties agreed to the terms of 
the reference. He submitted that the reference 
presupposes that 

ere was a strike and therefore the 
union cannot take the stand that there was no strike. He 
submitted that the Tribunal is bound by the terms of 
reference and it cannot travel beyond the terms of the 
reference . In support ofhis this contention he relied upon 
the Judgement of the Supreme Court in the case of ( 1 ) 
Workmen of Orient Paper Mills Ltd , V / S 
M /s Orient Paper Mills Ltd., reported in AIR 1969 SC 976 
(2 ) D. C. M. Chemicals Works v / s Its Workmen reported 
in 1962 I LLJ 388 ; (3 ) Airlines Hotel (Private ) Ltd. v /s . Its 
Workmen , reported in AIR 1962 SC 676 ,; (4 ) Pottery 
Mazdoor Panchayat v / s The Perfect Pottery Co. Ltd., 
reported in 1979 Lab . I. C 827 and that of the Culcutta 
High Court in the case of Bengal River Transport 
Association v /s Calcutta Port Shramik Union and others, 
reported in 1978 Lab .

6. Issue No. 1 : Adv . Shri Devari, the learned Advocate 
for the union submitted that the reference which has 
been made by the Government is joint reference. He 
submitted that this issues is wrongly framed by this 
Tribunal because in the statement of claim filed by the 
union it has been clearly mentioned that the workers did 
not go on strike from 15-9-90 but it is the employer who 
declared illegal lock out from 15-9-90 and the fact of lock 
out has been admitted by the employer in the written 
statement. He submitted that the union has examined its 
General Secretary who has stated in his deposition that 
there was no strike , and therefore the question of proving 
by the union that the strike is legal does not arise . He 
submitted that even if it is admitted that there was strike 
by the workmen , the burden was not on the union to 
prove that it was illegal. In support of his this contention 
he relied upon the judgement of the Supreme Court in 


... 7. It has been contended on behalf of the union that 
the issue no . 1 has been wrongly framed because it has 
been clearly stated by the union in the statement of claim 
that the workers did not go on strike from 15-9-90 but 
it is the employer who declared lock -out illegally from 
15-9-90 . It is true that in the statement ofclaim the Union 
has taken the stand that the workers did not go on strike 
from 15-9-90 but , it is the Employer who declared lock 
out from 15-9-90 . The witness ofthe union Shri P. Gaonkar 
has also stated in his deposition that there was no strike 
by the workers nor the union had given any call for strike . 
In my view the pleadings of the union and the evidence 
in that respect are besides the terms of reference . It is 
not in dispute that the present reference is a joint 
reference . Paragraph 2 of the order of reference dated 
21-8-1991 itself states that the parties have jointly applied 
in the prescribed manner for a reference of the dispute 
specified in the schedule of the said order . The dispute 
specified at serial no. 1 of the schedule is on the issue 
whether the striking of work by the workmen w.e.f. 
15-9-90 is legal and justified which means that the union 
had admitted that there was strike by the workmen and 
it had agreed to refer the dispute as regards it legality 
and justifiability to the Tribunal for adjudication . 
Therefore, the union cannot now turn around and take a 
stand that there was no strike , ind that the issue no: 1 
is wrongly framed . Adv . Shri Nigalye , the learned 
Advocate for the employer has relied upon various 
judgements of the Supreme Court namely in the case of 
( 1 ) D. C.M.Chemicals Works (2 ) Orient Paper Mills Ltd., 
( 3 ) Airlines HotelPvt. Ltd., (4 ) Pottery Mazdoor Panchayat 
and that of the Calcutta High Court in the case of Bengal 
River Transport Association ( supra ) in support of his 
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contention that the Tribunal cannot travel beyond the 
terms of the reference. His contention is that when the 
reference itself presupposes that there was s strike and 
the dispute is whether the strike is legal and justified , 
this Tribunal cannot hold that there was no strike and 
if the same is done, it would amount to travelling beyond 
the terms of reference , which according to him is not 
permissible . I have gone through the above judgements 
relied upon by the employer. In the said Judgement the 
principal which has been laid down by the Supreme 
Court and the Calcutta High Court is that the Industrial 
Tribunal cannot go beyond the terms of the reference . In 
the case of Pottery Mazdoor Panchayat (supra ) the 
Supreme Court has held that the jurisdiction of the 
Industrial Tribunal in disputes is limited to the points 
specifically referred for its adjudication and to matters 
incidental thereto , and the Tribunal cannot go beyond 
the terms of reference. I have already mentioned earlier 
that the order of reference itself states that is a joint 
reference . This means that the parties have agreed to 
the reference of the dispute for adjudication by this 
Tribunal which is mentioned in the schedule of reference . 
The dispute at sr. no. 1 of the schedule reads as follows: 


the proceedings. In any event I do not think that there 
is any merit in this contention of the union . I have gone 
through the judgement of the Supreme Court in the case 
of Swadeshi Industries Ltd. (supra ). Nowhere in this 
judgement the Superme Court has held that the burden 
lies on the employer to prove that the strike,declared by 
the workmen is illegal and unjustified . What has been 
held by the Supreme Court in this case is that whether 
the strike is legal and justified or not is a question offact 
and the Tribunal has to come to a conclusion on 
considering all the facts and circumstances on record . In 
the present case the union completely deviated from the 
issue referred by taking the stand that therewas no strike 
which stand is beyond the terms of the reference and 
consequently no evidence came to be led on the issue 
of strike and its legality, and justifiability . In the absence 
of any evidence it cannot be held that the strike declared 
by the workmen was legal and justified . In the light of 
what is discussed above I hold that the union has failed 
to prove that the strike declared by workmen from 15-9 
90 to 23-12-90 was.legal and justified . Hence I answer the 
issue no 4. in the negative . 


" Whether the action of the workmen of M / s Goa 
Steel Rolling Mills Ltd ; Bicholim in striking work 
with effect from 15th September 1990 to 23rd 
December 1990 , is legal and justified ?" , 0 


9. Issue No. 2 : As per this issue the burden was on the 
employer to prove that the lock -out declared by it from 
15-9-90 to 23-9-90 was legal and justified . The reference 
is a joint reference and presupposes that there was lock 
out. The employerwas given opportunity tolead evidence 
to prove that lock -out declared by it was legal and 
justified . However, inspite of the opportunity given no 
evidence was led by the employer. In the absence of any 
evidence it cannot be held that the lock -out was legal 
and justified . In the circumstances, I hold that the 
employer has failed to prove that the lock -out declared 
by it from 15-9-90 to 23-9-90 was legaland justified . Hence 
I answer the issue no. 2 in the negative . 


The above wordings of the reference therefore make 
it clear that the parties had admitted that there was a 
strike by the workmen of the employer from 15-9-90 to 
23-12-90 . The reference presupposes that there was a 
strike by the workmen and only issue that was required 
to be adjudicated upon was whether the said strike was 
legaland justified this being the case , if the union is now 
allowed to contend that there was no strike and then 
decide whether there was strike Or not would be 
amounting to travelling beyond the terms of reference 
which is not permissible as per the law laid down by the 
Supreme Court in the above referred : cases. There is 
therefore no substance in the contention of the union that 
the issue no. 1 is wrongly framed because the contention 
of the union is that there was no strike.. 


8. As per the issue No. 1 the burden was, cast on the 
union to prove that its action in declaring strike from 
15-9-91 to 23-12-91 was legal and justified . Adv . Shri 
Devari, the learned Advocate for the union has contended 
that even if it presumed that there was: strike by the 
workmen , still the burden was on the employer to prove 
that it was illegal and unjustified . In support of his this 
contention he has relied upon the judgement of the 
Supreme Court in the case of Swadeshi Industries Ltd., 
V / S Its workmen , reported in AIR 1960 SC 1258. This 
contention has been raised by the union for the first time 
at the stage of final arguments . If according to the union 
the burden was.wrongly cast on it to prove that the strike 
was legal and justified , objection to it ought to have been 
raised immediately after the issues were framed or at 
least before the evidence of the union was recorded: No 
such objection was raised by the union in the course of 


10. Issue No. 3 : This issue pertains to the relief to 
which the workmen are entitled to in the present case . 
In the case of H. M. T. Ltd .; V / s H.M.T. head. 

1 Office 
Employees Association , reported in AIR 1997 SC 585 , the 
Superme Court has held that the employees are not 
entitled to wages during the strike period if the strike 
is illegalnotwithstanding that the strikemay be justified , 
This judgement of Supreme Court is based on its own 
judgement in the case of Syndicate Bank 
v / s K : Umesh Nayak reported in 1994 (5 ) SCC 572. In this 
case the Supreme Court has held that the workmen 
would be entitled to wages for the strike period if the 
strike was both legal and justified , that is , if the strike 
was only legal and not justified or if the strike was illegal 
and justified , theworkers were not entitled to wages for 
the strike period . Same principles are applicable in case 
of lock -out declared by the employer . The workmen are 
entitled to wages only if the lock - out is both illegal and 
unjustified . In the present case though it has been held 
by me that the employer has failed to prove that the lock 
out is legal and unjustified , still the workmen would not 
be entitled to any wages for the lock -out period because 
the lock - out period and the strike period is the same, that 
is from 15-9-90 to 23-9-90 and it has been held by me that 
the union has failed to prove that the strike declared
